New Delhi, the 3C th June, 1973 

No. 32/8/72 -Hxtt.(E). — The rules for a competitive exa- 
mination to be held by the Union Public Service Commis- 
sion in 1974 for the purpose of filling vacancies in Grade IV 
ot the following Services are published for general informa- 
tion ;■ — . 

(i) The Indian Economic Service, and 

(ii) The Indian Statistical Service. 

2. The number of vavancics to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. Reservation will be made for candidates belong- 
ing to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in 
respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Casles/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order, 
1950, the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) (Part C States) 
Order, 1931, tire Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 
1950, and the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Part C .States) 
Order 1951, as amended by the Scheduled Castes and Sche- 
duled Tribes List's (Modification) Order, 1956 read with the 
Bombay Reorganisation Act, 1960 tmdjhe Punjab Reorgani- 
sation Act, 1966; the Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir) 
Scheduled Castes Order, 1956, the Constitution (Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959, the 
Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Castes 
Older, 1962, the Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) 
Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962, the Constitution (Pondicherry). 
Scheduled Castes Order, 1964, the Constitution (Scheduled 
Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh) Order, 1967, the Constitution (Goa, 
Daman and Diu) Scheduled Castes Order, 1968, the Constitu- 
tion (Goa.

3. The examination will be conducted bv the Union Public

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(c) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of per- 
manently settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma. Sri Lanka (formerly known as 
Ceylon) and East African countries of Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Repulic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) with the intention 
of permanently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), 
(d), (e) and'f) abov e shall be a person in whose 
favour a certificate of eligibility has been issued by 
the Government of India, 

A candidate in whose coise a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary mav be admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary 
certificate being given to him by the Government, 

5. fa) \ candidate for admission to this examination must 
have attained the age of 21 vears and mud not have attained 
the aee of 26 years on 1st January, 1974 he., he must have 
Eeen born not earlier than 2nd January, 1948 and not later 
than 1st January, 1953- 

(bl The upper ace limit prescribed above will be 
rclaxnble : — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Schedule Cast? or a Schedule Tribe; 


(ii) up to bi maximum, of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide displaced person from erstwhile East 
Pakistan and had migrated to India on or after 1st 
January 1964 but before 25th March, 1971; 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Schedule Caste or a Schedule Tribes; 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from 
erstwhile East Pakistan and had migrated to India 
on or after 1st January, 1964 but before 25th 
1971; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry and 
has received edneatoin through the medium of 
French at some stage; 

(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Sri Lanka 
(formerly known as Ceylon) and ha* migrated to 
India on or after 1st November, 1964, under the 
lndo-Ccylon Agreement of October, 1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste <ar a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Sri Lanka (formerly known as Ceylon) and 
has migrated to India on or after 1st November, 
1964, under the lndo-Ccylon Agreement of 
October, 1964; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 
1963; 

(ix) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Castes of a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of three vears in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of; 

(xi) up to a maximum of eight vears in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities wtih any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence 
thereof who belong to the Scheduled Casts or the 
Scheduled Tribes; 

(xii) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during Indo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and 
released as a consequence thereof; and 

(xiii) up to a maximum of eight vears in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during Indo-Pak hostilities of 1971, and 
released as a consequence thereof who belong to 
the Scheduled Castes of the Scheduled Tribes. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

6, (a) A candidate for the Indian Economic Service must 
have obtained a degree with Economics or Statistics as a sub- 
ject from any of the Universities enumerated in Appendix I. 

(b) A candidate for the Indian Statistical Service must have 
obtained a degree with Statistics or Mathematics or Economics 
as a subject from any of the Universities enumerated in 
Appendix I or possess any of the qualifications mentioned in 
Appendix T-A. 

Note T— A candidate who has appealed at an examination 
fnc passing of which would render him eligible to appear at 
this examination but has not been informed of the resuli may 
apply for admission to the examination. A candidate who 
intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may also 
apply provided the qualifying examination is completed before 
the commencement of this examination. Such candidates will 
be admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligible, but the 
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admission would be deemed to be provisional and subject to 
cancellation if they do not produce proof of having passed the 
examination, as soon as possible, and in anv case not later 
than two months after the commencement of this examination. 

Note II. — In exceptional cases the Union Public Service 
Commission may treat a candidate, who has hot any of the 
foregoing Qualifications. ps a qualified candidate provided thur 
he has passed examinations conducted by other institutions, 
the standard of which in the opinion of the Commissoin, 
justifies his admission to the examination. 

Note III. — A candidate who is otherwise qualified but who 
has taken a degree from a foreign university which is not 
included in Appendix l may also apply to the Commission 
and may be admitted to the examination 'at the discretion of 
the Commission, 

7. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexure 1 to 
the Commission’s Notice. 

8. A candidate already in Government Service, whether in 
a permanent or a temporary capacity or as a work-charged 
employee other than a casual or daily rated employee^ must 
obtain prior permission of the Head of the Department to 
appear for the Examination. 

9. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
Otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

10. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unles; 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

fl. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him for 
admission. 

12. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with or 
of making statements which are incorrect or false or of sup- 
presing material information or otherwise resorting to any 
other irregular or improper mean* for obtaining admisison to 
the examination, or of using or attempting to use unfair 
means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in the 
examination hall, may, in addition to rendering himself liable 
to criminal prosecution, — 

(a) be debarred; permanently or for a specified period :■ — 

(i) by the Commission, from admission to anv exa- 
mination or appearance at any interview held 
by the Commission for selection- of candidates; 
and 

(ii) by the Central Government from employment 
under them; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules, if he is already in service under Government. 

13. Candidates who obtain such minimum qualifying marks 
in the written examination as may be fixed by the Commission 
in their discretion shall be summoned by them for viva voce. 

14. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion to be qualified by the examination shall be recommended 
lor appoiniment up to the number of unreserved vacancies 
decided to be filled on the results of the examination, 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribe s can not be filled on the basis of the general standard, 
be recommended bv the Commission by a relaxed standard 
to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, subject to 
(he fitness of these candidates for appointment to the Services 
irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit at the 
examination. 

15. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidate*,- shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

16. In the case of the candidates competing for both the 
Services, due consideration will be given to the order of pre- 
ference expressed by a candidate at the time of his application. 


17. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service. 

18. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
discharge, of his duties as an officer of the Service. A candi- 
date who after such physical examination as Government or 
the appointing authority, u B the case mav be may prescribe it* 
found not to satisfy these requirements, will not be appointed, 
Any candidate called for viva voce bv the Commission may 
be required to undergo physical examination. 

Note.— Tn order to prevent disappointment candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined bv a Government Medi- 
cal Officer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon, before applying 
for admission to the examination. Particulars of the nature of 
medical test to which candidates will be subjected before 
appointment and of the standards required are given in 
Appendix IV to these Rules. For the disabled cx-Defence 
Services personnel the standards will be relaxed consistent 
with the requirements of the Service(s). 

19. No person : 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with anv person. 

shall be eligible for appointment to service. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

20. Brief partciulars relating to the Services. to which re- 
cruitment is being made through this examination are stated 
in Appendix III.

The candidate 
will be expected to have taken an intelligent interest not only 
in his subjects of academic study, but also in events which 
arc happening around him both within and without his own 
state or county, as well as in modem currents of thought 
and in new discoveries which should rouse the curiosity of 
well-educated youth, 

The technique of the interview h not that of a strict cross 
examination, but of a natural, though directed and purposive 
conversation, intended to reveal the candidate’s mental quali- 
ties and his grasp of problems. The Board will pay special 
attention to assessing the intellectual curiosity, critical Powers 
of assimilation balance of judgment and alertness of mind, 
die ability for social cohesion; integrity of character, initia- 
tive and capacity for leadership. 
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APPENDIX III 

Uriel particulars relating to (he two Services to which re- 
cruitment is being made through this examination : 

1. Candidates selected for appointment to either of the 
two Services will be appointed to Grade IV of the Service on 
probation for a period of two years which may be extended 
if necessary. During the period of probation, the candidates 
will be required to undergo such courses of training and 
instruction and to pass such examination and tests as the 
Government may determine. 

2. If in Ihc opinion of Government the work or conduct 
of the officer on probation is unsatisfactory or shows that he 
is unlikely to become efficient, Government may discharge 
him forthwith. 

3. On the expiry of the period of probation or of any 
extension, if the Government are. of opinion that a candidate 
is not fit for permanent appointment. Government may dis- 
charge him. 

4. On completion of the period of probation to the satis- 
faction of Government, the candidate shall if considered fit 
for permanent appointment be confirmed in his appointment 
subject to the availability of' substantive vacancies in perma- 
nent posts. 

5. Prescribed scales of pay for both the Indian Statistical 
Service and the Indian Economic Service are as follow ;

Grade II — Joint Director Rs. 1100 — 50 — 1400.

APPENDIX IV 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

[These regulations are published for th e convenience of can- 
didates and in order to enable them to ascertain the probabi- 
lity of their coming up to the required physical standard, The 
regulations arc also intended to provide Guidelines to the 
medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy the 
minimum reauirement prescribed in the regulations, cannot 
be declared fit bv the medical examiners, however, while 
holding that a candidate is not fit according to the norms laid 
down in these regulations, it would be permissible for a 
Medical Board to recommend to the Government of l-’d : n for 
reasons spccificflllv recorded in writing <hat he mav be admil- 
ted to service without disadvantage lo Government. 

2. It should however, be clearlv understood (hip the 
Government of India reserves to ffiemselve- absolute discre- 
tion to ’-eject or accept any candidate after considering the 
report of the Medical Board. 1 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in eood mental and bod'lv health and free from anv 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient perform- 
ance of the duties of his appointment. 


1. In the matter of the correlation of age, height and chest 
girlh of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) race 
it is left (o the Medical Board to use whatever correlation 
figures arc considered mos| .suitable as a guide in the exami- 
nation of the candidates. If there be anv disproportion with 
regard to height, weight and chest, girth, the candidate should 
he hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of the chest taken 
before the candidate i; declared fit or not fit bv the Board. 

3 The candidates height will he measured os follows : — 

He will remove his shoes and be placed, against the standard 
with his feet together and the weight thrown on the heels 
and not on the toes or other side of the feet. He will stand 
erect without rigidity and w.ilh the heels, calves, buttocks 
and shoulders touching the standard, the chin will be depres- 
sed to bring the vertex of the head level under the horizontal 
har and the height will be recorded in centimeters and parts 
of a centimetre to halves. 

4. The candidate’s chest will he measured as follows : — 

He will bo made to stand erect with his feet together, and 
to raise his arms ove r his head. The tape will be so 
adjusted round the chest that its upper edge touches the 
interior angles of the shoulder blade i behind and lies in 
.he same horizontal plane when the tape is taken round the 
chest, The arms will then be lowered to hang loosely by 
the side, and care will he taken that the shoulders are not 
thrown upwards or backwards so as to displace the tape. 
The candidate will then be directed to take a deep inspiration 
several times and the maximum expansion of the chest will 
be carefully noted and the minimum and maximum will then 
be recorded in centimetres 84 — 87, 86 — 93 etc. In recording 
the measurements, fractions of less than a centimetre should 
not be noted. 

X.B.— The height and chest of the candidate should he 
measured twice before coming to a final decision, 

5. The candidates will also be weighed and his weight re- 
corded in kilograms; fractions of half of a kilogram should 
not be noted. 

6. (a) The candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accordance 
with the following rules. The result of each test will be 
recorded. 

(b) There shall be no limit for minimum naked eve vision 
but the naked eye vision of the candidates shall, however, 
be recorded bv the Medical Board or other medical authority 
in every case, as it will furnish the basic information in 
regard to the condition of the sve. 

(c) The following standards are prescribed for distant and 
near vision with or without classes.

A deficiency and (2) as a 
result of Organic Disease of Retina— a common cause being 
Retinitis DiementO’a, in ( 1 ) the fundus is normal generallv 
/een in vouncer ace-group and ill-nourished persons and 
improves by large doses of Vit. A. in (2) the fundus is 
often involved and mere fundus examination will leveal the 
condition in majority of cases. The patient in this category 
is an adult, and mav not suffer from malnutrition. Persons 
scnktne employment for higher posts in the Government will 
fall in this category. For both (1) and (2) dark adaptation 
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test will reveal the condition, For (2) specially when fundus 
is not involved elect ro-Retinography is required to be done. 
Both these tests (dark adaptation and rctinography) arc time- 
consuming and required specialized set-up and equipment, and 
thus arc not possible as a routine test in a medical check-up. 
Because of these technical considerations it is for the Ministry/ 
Department to indicate if these tests for night blindness are 
required to be done. This will depend upon the job require- 
ment and nature of duties to be performed by the prospective 
Government employee, 

(cl Ocular condition other than visual acuity. — -(it Any 
organic disease or a progressive refractive error which is 
likely to result in lowering the visual acuity should be con- 
sidered a disqualification, 

(ii) Squint , — For technical services where the presence of 
binocular vision is essential, sauint, even if the visual acuity 
in each eve is of the prescribed standard should be considered 
a disqualification. For other services the presence of squint 
should not be considered as a disqualification, if the visual 
acuity is of the prescribed standard. 

(iii) One eve : If a person has one eve or if he has one 
eve which has normal vision and the other eve is embylvopic 
or has subnormal vision, the usual effect is that the person 
lacks stereoscopic vision for perception of depth. Such vision 
is not necessary for many civil posts. The medical board 
may recommended as fit, such persons provided the normal 
eye has.

It 
is necessary that when conducting eye test, the illumination of 
the type letters for distant vision should have an illumination 
of 15 foot-candles. 


cuff is inflated to about 200 mm, Hg, and then slowly deflated. 
The level at which the column stands when soft successive 
sounds are heard represents tb c Systolic Pressure. When more 
air is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard to increase 
in intensity. The level of tbc column at which the well-heard 
clear sounds change to soft muffled fading sounds represents 
the diastolic pressure. The measurements should be taken in 
a fairly brief period of time as prolonged pressure of the 
cuff is irritating to the patient and will vitiate the readings. 
Rechecking, if necessary, should be done only a few minutes 
after complete deflation of the cuff. (Sometimes as the cuff 
is deflated sounds are heard at a certain level: (hey may dis- 
appear as pressure falls and reappear at a still lower level. 
This ‘Silent Gap’ may cause error in reading).

If, except for 
the glycosuria the Board finds the candidate conforms to the 
standard of medical fitness required they may pass the can- 
didate ‘‘fit subject to the glycosuria being non-diabetic" and 
the Board will refer the case to a specified) specialist in Medi- 
cine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal. 
The Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examinations 
clinical and laboratory he considers necessary including a 
standard blood sugar tolerance test, and will submit his 
opinion to the Medical Board upon which the Medical Board 
will base its final opinion “fit” or ‘‘unfit”. The candidate will 
not be required to appear in person before the Board on the 
second occasion. To exclude the effects of medication it may 
be necessary to retain a candidate for several days in hospital 
under strict supervision. 

9. A woman candidate who as a result of tests is found to 
be pregnant of 12 weeks standing or over, should be declared 
temporarily unfit until the confinement is over. She should be 
re-examined for a fitness certificate six weeks after the date of 
confinement subject to the production of a medical certificate 
of fitness from a registered medical practitioner.

In all 
such cases X-ray and electrocardiographic examination, of 
heart and blood urea clearance test should also be done as a 
routine. Tin- final decision as to the fitness or otherwise of a 
candidate will, however, rest with the Medical Board only. 

Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercury manometer type of Instrument should be used 
as a rule. The measurement should not he taken within fifteen 
minutes of any exercise or excitement. Provided the patient, 
and particularly bis arm is relaxed he, mav be either lying 
or sitting. The arm is supported comfortablv at the patients 
side in a more or less horizontal position. The arm should 
be freed from clothes to the shoulder. The cuff completely 
deflated should b e applied with th e middle of the rubber over 
the inner side of the arm. and its lower edge an inch or two 
above the bend of the elbow. The following turns of cloth 
bandaRe - should spread evenly over the bag to avoid bulging 
during inflation. 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend of 
the elbow and the stethoscope is then applied lightly and 
centrally over it below, but not In contact with the cuff. The

It is at the same time to be 
noted that the question is one of the likelihood of conti-

(v) the power generation schemes have been prepared so 
as to fit into the load characteristics of the region 
and to generally serve the regional requirements as a
